- PLENTE“OF EVIDENCE OF THE”

| Mr. Arthur de C. Sowerby, who has 
been on, his second trip inte Fukien, 
collecting. zoolcgica} material. for the 
United States: National . Mw 
ion with his general biological survey. 
in: South China, has: returned ta Shang: 
hai. 
Shanghai Mercury, bo. wenb. in company. 
with tho Rev, .H. R. Caldw&il of Yenping- 
fu into the country south of Foockow in 
soarch of the now famous bluo'tiger. Tha 
Rev, H. R. Caldwell waa the original 
discoverer of this famous animal, and if 
any faith is to be placed in the numerous 
and circumstantial reports of natives" of 
the district mentioned, thero can be little 
doubt that this animal really docs exist. 
"An attempt was made ta 
with- this peculiarly-coloured tiger,” 
owing to the fact that he had taken shelter 


in country impossible to bunt in,’ Mr. 


Sowerby and his companion had to give 
up all ideas of having a shct at him for 
the’ present. They were succesaful, how- 
ever, in dealing with smaller game, 
such as birds and gmaller.carnivores which 
abound in the district.

work, Mr. de Sowerby succeeded.in mak.. 
ing 2 large coflection’of birds, beasts and 
Tertiles not to mention the more lowly, 
fortg of animal life. Amongst these he 
suceecded in obtnining ‘a Jot of specimens 
not. at present very common in museums. 
. He wag encamped in an-old monastery 
in the mountaing behind: Yenpingfu, whic! 
run up to about 5,000 feet. and ard’ heavily 
wooded. He desoribes: the scenery. which 
he saw: in, this place as. amongst the 
prettiest -he has ever seen in China, whilst 
the vegetation was" simply magnificent, 
He expresses the opinion that some 
botanist ought to go.up there, and even 
if he ‘put, in abent three years’ work, he 
would have 
that time. 
While.in Foochow. on his rdturn, Mr. 
de Sowerby took the opportunity of in- 
-vestigating sonm cf the nborigina] tribes 
there as ‘well _ng tha.e that live behind 
‘Yenpingfu. He found them 2 strange 
People, bearing a somewhat close resem- 
blance to the Malays and a 
plo, spedking a language ontirely their 
own with ee and leo weeds 
mixed up, and keeping strictly alocf from 
the Chinese, whom they look upon as an 
alien race of conquerers, " , 
Travel in the district through which Mr.
